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AUGUST  CONDITION  OF  CROPS— 1881 


COTTON. 


The  returns  to  this  Department  on  the  1st  of  August  show  a  decrease 
of  condition  since  the  returns  for  July.  The  average  condition  for  the 
whole  country  is  88  against  95  on  July  1,  and  102  August  1,  1880. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  condition  of  the  crop  in  1880  on  the 
1st  of  August  was  remarkably  high  and  it  was  not  till  in  the  middle  of 
the  month  that  the  excessive  rainfall  commenced  which  was  so  detri- 
mental in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi.

The  complaints  of  drought  are  confined  to  no  section  of  the  cotton 
belt,  but  are  universal.  In  the  States  of  South  Carolina  and  Texas  it 
seems  to  have  been  more  severe  than  in  the  other  States. 

Insects  are  generally  noted,  but  as  yet  little  damage  is  reported.  The 
plant  is  generally  mentioned  as  small,  but  fruiting  well.  The  usual  com- 
plaint at  this  season  of  shedding  is  made,  but  not  more  than  is  made 
every  year.

Severely  injured  by  drought. 

Georgia. — Baker :  Rust  reported  ;  caterpillars  have  appeared  in  some  localities,  but 
have  done  no  damage  as  yet.  Bibb  :  Materially  injured  by  drought.  Catoosa  :  Is  the 
finest  ever  known  in  this  county,  as  to  stalk,  fruit,  and  stand,  but  the  dry  weather  is 
playing  sad  havoc  with  it  and  it  is  shedding  its  abundant  squares  by  the  thou- 
sands. Cobb  :  Outlook  good  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  dry  and  hot  weather  of  late  has  to 
some  extent  blighted  the  prospect,  and  unless  we  have  rain  within  ten  days  a  failure 
maybe  looked  for.

Warren  :  Worms  have  made  their  ap- 
pearance and  if  they  keep  on  increasing  will  strip  the  stalks  by  the  20th  proximo. 
Hinds:  Doing  well.  Tishomingo:  Injured  by  drought.  Yalobusha:  Not  good;  small 
and  badly  stained  in  some  sections,  owing  to  drought.  Copiah:  Shedding  badly  and 
weed  smaller  than  usual ;  some  reports  of  worms.  Kemper:  Injured  by  drought  and 
rust.  Prentiss:  Injured  by  dry  wind  and  hot  sun.  Winston:  Fair.  Choctaw:  Se- 
verely injured  by  drought ;  some  reports  of  injury  from  lice.

The  general  average  condition  of  the  corn  crop  on  August  1  was  77r 
showing  a  very  considerable  decline  since  the  July  report,  which  was 

90,  and  a  much  less  favorable  prospect  than  in  August,  1880,  when  it 
was  98 ;  the  latter  figure,  however,  being  an  exceptionally  high  average. 

Along  the  Atlantic  coast  the  averages  are  somewhat  higher  than  for 
the  country  at  large,  except  in  South  Carolina,  where  drought  has  been 
excessive,  reducing  the  condition  to  41.  Louisiana  and  Texas  are  next 
lowest  of  the  coast  States,  reporting  67  and  46,  respectively.  In  Ten- 
nessee it  is  64,  being  lower  than  in  any  other  of  the  interior  States.  In 
the  great  central  corn-growing  region,  the  highest  averages  are  80  in 
Iowa  and  92  in  Nebraska,  and  the  next  lowest  to  Tennessee,  69  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  77  in  Ohio.  The  three  States,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and 
Minnesota,  bordering  Lakes  Superior  and  Michigan,  report  averages  of 

91,  95,  and  80,  respectively. 

The  general  cause  assigned  for  the  unfavorable  condition  of  the  crop 
is  drought,  which  is  reported  from  every  section,  and  as  of  unusual  se- 
verity. There  is  also  some  complaint  of  insect  injuries,  but  only  in  Illi- 
nois, Missouri,  and  Kansas  are  their  ravages  reported  as  severe.  The 
chinch-bug  is  the  special  plague  in  these  States,  though  several  counties 
in  Kansas  also  complain  of  grasshoppers.

SPRING  WHEAT. 

The  condition  of  spring  wheat  as  reported  to  this  department  on  the 
1st  of  August  was  somewhat  lower  than  last  year  at  the  same  time. 
The  average  for  the  whole  country  was  81  against  88  in  1880,  and  81  in 
1879.  In  all  the  New  England  States  and  New  York  the  reports  are 
very  high.  In  Michigan  the  returns  give  a  crop  about  average,  but  in 
Illinois  and  Iowa  there  is  a  great  deficiency,  owing  to  drought  and 
chinch-bugs.  Nebraska  suffered  from  the  same  causes,  but  to  a  much 
less  extent.  In  Minnesota  there  is  a  slight  deficiency  as  compared  with 
last  year,  while  in  Wisconsin  there  will  probably  be  an  increase.  Cali- 
fornia, although  not  strictly  a  spring- wheat  State  is  generally  classed 
with  them,  returns  a  decrease  of  12  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1880.

TOBACCO. 


The  returns  of  August  1  show  a  low  condition  of  this  plant.  The 
general  average  is  So,  against  86  last  year  at  the  same  time.  In  the 
]STew  England  States,  and,  in  fact,  in  all  the  Atlantic  States,  with  the 
exception  of  North  Carolina,  the  condition  is  reported  excellent.  In 
the  latter  State  drought  is  being  felt  to  a  considerable  extent.  In  all 
the  Western  States,  with  the  exception  of  Wisconsin,  the  reports  of 
drought  are  alarming,  particularly  in  Kentucky.  The  following  are  the 
State  averages  since  three  years  in  some  of  the  principal  tobacco-grow- 
ing States:

POTATOES. 


The  condition  of  the  potato  crop  on  August  1  was  92,  against  98  at  the 
same  date  last  year.  The  drought,  which  is  injuring  corn  so  seriously, 
is  also  affecting  potatoes. 

The  New  England  States  range  from  94  to  107.  New  York  and  Penn. 
sylvania,  which  together  produce  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
<?rop  of  the  country,  show  averages  of  96  and  92,  respectively,  while  in  the 
five  States  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  and  Iowa,  in  which 
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nearly  one-half  the  national  crop  is  grown,  the  general  average  is  93 
slightly  above  that  for  the  country  at  large.  South  Carolina,  Louisiana. 
Texas,  and  Kansas  show  the  lowest  averages,  ranging  from  Go  in  the 
first  named  to  69  in  Louisiana.  Severe  injury  by  the  Colorado  beetle  is 
reported  in  some  localities,  but  the  damage  does  not  apppear  to  be  so 
great  or  general  as  usual.

HAY  AND  PASTURES. 

The  summer  of  1881  lias  not  been  unfavorable  for  the  hay  crop.  At 
the  date  of  the  return  drought  was  prevailing  to  an  universal  extent,  and 
the  pastures  were  reported  as  very  scant  in  all  sections,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  North  Atlantic  States.  The  following  extracts  from  corre- 
spondence are  given :
